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Metal’s festival boost 



A BIENNIAL arts festival cele¬ 
brating the Thames Estuary has 
received a major funding boost. 

Southend-based Metal is one of 
just six arts organisations across the 
country to receive an investment. 

The £277,500 of public funding 
comes from the National Lottery 
through Arts Council England, and 
will create Estuary. 

Metal said the festival would be 
presented in historic venues along 
river shorelines and would high¬ 
light the creativity and cultural 
importance of the region. 

In 2016 the programme of con¬ 
temporary art, literature, film and 
music will see 150 local, national 
and international artists work with 
estuarine communities. 

Hedley Swain, director South 
East, Arts Council England, said: 
“Metal has consistently delivered 
innovative, engaging and exciting 
arts projects and Estuary is no 
exception. 

“Festivals have always been a real¬ 


ly important opportunity for audi¬ 
ences to discover and develop their 
experience of arts and culture and I 
look forward to seeing Estuary do 
the same for this region.” 

Colette Bailey, artistic director 
and CEO of Metal, said: “A key 
focus of Metal is the celebration of 
place and communities through the 
lens of contemporary art. Estuary 
will be our largest project of this 
nature to date. 

“The ambition for excellence 
award will be instrumental in 
enabling us to work with commu¬ 
nities, agencies and artists from 
around the world to commission a 
world-class programme of new and 
existing works of art. 

“The Thames Estuary has for 
centuries been a source of inspira¬ 
tion, fascination and mystery for 
artists, musicians, film-makers and 
writers. I am very excited that 
Metal will be building on this tra¬ 
dition as we create Estuary.” 

Southend Council’s executive 


councillor for enterprise, tourism 
and economic development, Mary 
Betson, said winning the funding 
was a huge boost. 

She added: “We are delighted 


that Metal, an internationally 
renowned arts organisation, has 
been awarded such a significant 
sum to help stage a truly ground¬ 
breaking series of festivals.” 


Council tax up 

SAVAGE central 
Government cuts have 
forced Southend Council to 
announce a council tax 
increase of 3.9 per cent. 

Unhappy council leaders 
said the cuts were worse 
than anticipated. This year 
the main grant is down by 
£8.43m, almost 30 per 
cent. This follows a cut last 
year of almost 30 per cent - 
£11.1m. 

The council’s cabinet will 
consider the draft propos¬ 
als at its meeting next week 
(Tuesday, January 19.)

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Emergency 
care only 

First of three planned NHS strikes

SOUTHEND Hospital admitted 
there would be “disruption to 
services” as junior doctors went on 
strike. 

Hospital bosses said routine inpa¬ 
tient elective procedures, such as 
planned operations and some outpa¬ 
tient clinics, were due to be affected. 

However, the trust was keen to 
point out that emergency operations 
and cancer operations were still 
going ahead. 

The British Medical Association 
(BMA) announced the results of a 
ballot in response to the proposed 
new contracts for doctors-in-train- 
ing, on Friday. 

Junior doctor members of the 
BMA at Southend Hospital voted to 
take action for 24 hours, between 
Sam on Tuesday and the same time 
on Wednesday. 

There is due to be a longer, 48- 
hour walk-out from Sam Tuesday 
January 26 until Sam Thursday 
January 28, during which times 
there will be emergency care only. 

A third strike, and a full walk-out, 
is due to last from Sam Wednesday 
February 10 until 5pm the same day. 

The hospital trust says it has 
detailed plans plans in place to help 
min imise disruption to services. 

Neil Rothnie, a medical director at 
Southend Hospital, said patients 
would be contacted if there were any 
changes to their appointments. 

He added: “Recognising the con¬ 
tribution junior doctors make here at 
Southend, we fully anticipate some 
services will be affected by the pro¬ 
posed industrial action, but have 
detailed plans in order to manage 
any impact the proposed action will 
have on our services. 

“We are currently reviewing our 


outpatient services and hope to run 
as many as possible. 

“However, there is likely to be 
some impact to routine inpatient 
elective procedures, such as planned 
operations and some outpatient 
clinics.” 

Dr Mark Porter, BMA council 
chairman, said he deeply regretted 
the disruption industrial action may 
cause but felt junior doctors were 
left with no option. 

He said: “After weeks of further 
negotiations, it is clear that the 
Government is still not taking junior 
doctors’ concerns seriously. 

“Furthermore, the Government has 
repeatedly dragged its feet through¬ 
out this process, initially rejecting 
our offer of talks and failing to make 
significant movement during the 
negotiations.” 

All emergency services for 
patients along with other urgent care 
such as cancer, maternity services 
and dialysis will continue. 

Junior doctor Tom Fivingstone 
from Fondon finished a 100-hour 
week on Friday, working an extra 
eight hours unpaid. 

He said: “I am emotionally and 
physically exhausted and I was dan¬ 
gerously tired on my 45-minute 
drive home from work. 

“I haven't seen my children for 
three days. 

“Politicians and quangos fail to 
understand what the NHS is about, I 
work with people who do not care 
about profits, or money, or the bet¬ 
tering of one’s career to obtain 
irrelevant titles. 

“Our one priority is the patient in 
front of us. 

“This is what the NHS is all about: 
caring for patients whatever their 
background, whatever their illness, 
whatever their status in society, 
whatever their income.” 


SOUTHEND Hospital has 
been forced to cancel opera¬ 
tions due to an overwhelming 
number of accident and 
emergency admissions. 

Hospital bosses described 
the situation as 'critical' on 
Monday. The status was low¬ 
ered to black alert by 
Tuesday. 

The executive team and 
lead clinicians had decided to 
raise the alert status because 
increasing numbers of acute¬ 
ly ill patients needed beds as 
the hospital was at capacity. 

Staff have been deployed 
from other areas to assist 
where extra beds have been 
provided. 


Hospital’s 

Sue Hardy, chief executive, 
said: “The emergency 

department is very busy and 
we have to warn patients that 
those attending with 'non¬ 
urgent' conditions will wait 
much longer than usual as 
patients are prioritised. 

“Our staff are working 
extremely hard to cope with 
the current pressures while 
maintaining high standards 
of care, and I’d like to thank 
them for their commitment 
during this difficult period. 

“However we have had to 
escalate our status further to

ensure the safety of our 
patients as we continue to 
work with our partners in the 
community to increase 
capacity.”

A helping hand 


A MATHS teacher has 
become the world's first 
person to have a pioneering 
wrist operation at 
Southend University 
Hospital. 

Back in 2010 Ingrid 
Featherdale, 50, broke her 
right wrist and has since 
had no movement in it at 
all. 

Ingrid, from Braintree, 
who is also a musician and 
a keen motorcyclist, was 
severely limited in her 
everyday life. 

Medics said the injury 
would normally have 
meant an operation to fuse 
the bone, meaning she 
would never have any 
movement in it ever again. 

But the operation at 
Southend Hospital, which 
took place just before 
Christmas, means Ingrid 
will benefit from full 
movement in her wrist in 
the future. 

The injury left Ingrid 
learning to write and mark 
with her left hand. 

Ingrid said: “I've been 
able to move my fingers 
fine but couldn't move my 
wrist at all. 

“I'm a keen motorcyclist 
but it's meant I've not been 


able to open the throttle, so 
I can't ride. 

“I'm also a musician so I 
can't play the French horn 
or trombone at the 
moment. 

“It's been life-affecting in 
lots of everyday ways such 
as really having to think 
and compensate before 
getting dressed, opening 
something simple like a 
door or not being able to do 
things like ironing, 
although I'm not looking 
forward to going back to 
that! You have to just 
adjust.” 

The operation was car¬ 
ried out by internationally 
renowned orthopaedic sur¬ 
geon Greg Packer, clinical 
director for musculo-skele- 
tal services at the hospital. 

He said: “We have an 
amazing amount of wrist 
movement as humans. 

“The operation was a par¬ 
tial wrist replacement, and 
this is the only specifically 
designed partial replace¬ 
ment in the world.” 

Hospital chief executive 
Sue Hardy said: “It's great 
to see Southend continues 
to be at the forefront of 
such exciting medical 
advances.”

Facebook and was determined to 
see the creature first hand. 

He said: “I went to collect my son 
from St George’s Roman Catholic 
School and decided to take him to 
see the whale. 



“It was a once in a lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity, although it was very sad.” 

The 35ft minke whale was 
washed up on Shoebury East beach 
on Monday night. They normally 
swim around Iceland and Canada. 

Rob Deaville, project manager 
for UK Cetacean Strandings 
Investigation Programme (CSIP), 
said: “It was a female minke 

whale. An examination indicated it 
was in good nutritional condition, 
but had a deep wound on the left 
side of the tail, possibly as a result 
of ship strike.” 

Whale conservation group ORCA 
said ships were the biggest threat to 
the minke population. A 
spokesman said: “As well as whal¬ 
ing, threats include pollution, 
reduction of prey by over-fishing, 
and bycatch. There have also been 
numerous records of ship collisions 
causing fatalities of minke whales 
in UK waters.”

A grand day out 
at Tiidor palace 



BUILT around 1520, Layer 
Marney Tower, six miles south 
of Colchester, is the tallest 
Tudor gatehouse in England. 

The building is principally 
the creation of Henry 1 st Lord 
Marney, a close friend of King 
Henry VIII (who came to stay 
in 1522). 

Henry Marney as Lord Privy 
Seal, Captain of the Bodyguard 
and many other influential 
positions clearly intended to 
display his status through his 
new building. 

Many other courtiers wished 
to do the same, and just as they 
rivalled each other for influ¬ 
ence and power at court, so 
they tried to outdo each other 
in the splendour of their build¬ 
ings. 

The Mameys enthusiastically 
entered this game of one- 
upmanship, building tall, with 
lavish use of terracotta and 
stucco, together with decora¬ 
tive detailing derived from 
Italy. 

After his death in 1523, his 
son John continued the build¬ 
ing work but died two years 
later, leaving no male heirs to 
continue the family line or the 
construction. 

What was completed was the 
main range measuring some 
300ft long, the principal gate¬ 
house that is about 80ft tall 
(well worth the climb for the 


spectacular view of the Essex 
countryside it offers), a fine 
array of outbuildings and a new 
church. 

After the death of John, the 
house passed to Sir Brian Tuke, 
Treasurer to the Royal 
Household and Governor of the 
King’s Posts. 

His widowed daughter-in-law 
entertained Queen Elizabeth I 
for two days in 1579, the 
Queen most probably staying 
in what is now the billiard 
room on the first floor of the 
gatehouse. 

The house has passed 
through many different fami¬ 


lies over the last five centuries, 
some only staying for a few 
years and others for several 
generations. 

It came to the Charrington 
family in the mid-20th century 
and has been occupied by them 
ever since. 

Today it is a family resi¬ 
dence, conference centre, pop¬ 
ular wedding venue and visitor 
attraction.

Impact of London’s homeless

David Norman, 
executive councillor 
for housing, said 
housing authorities 
across Essex were 
seeing the impact of 
people being moved 
out of London by 
councils who are 
unable to afford to 
find similar accom¬ 
modation in the capi¬ 
tal. 

Cllr Norman said 
the cost of renting in 
Southend privately 
had increased by ten 
per cent last year, the 
third highest increase 
nationally. 

He told the YA: “It is 
becoming very diffi¬ 
cult to find affordable 
private rented accom¬ 
modation in the bor¬ 
ough and with local 
housing allowance 
levels being frozen by 
the Government for 
the next four years, 
this will only exacer¬ 
bate the shortfall. 

“There are also pres¬ 
sures from commuters 
who are choosing to 
live further out of the 
city as the private 
rented sector in

Southend is a 
cheaper than 
London. 

“Unfortunately we 
have no control over 
other authorities’ poli¬ 
cy in this area, and 
whilst they are meant 
to inform us of any 
intention to house res¬ 
idents in our area 
through a statutory 
temporary accommo¬ 
dation placement, 
they do not need our 
permission to do so.” 

Out-of-borough 
homeless placements 
have increased since 
the introduction of 
welfare reforms such 
as cuts to housing 
benefit. 

Research shows 
Barking and 

Dagenham sent 217 
homeless people to 
Southend, Basildon 
and Rochford last 


year. 

Newham Council 
sent 190 homeless 
people to Southend, 
Thurrock, Castle 
Point and Basildon. 

Redbridge Council 
sent five people to 
Southend and 73 peo¬ 
ple to Thurrock. 


Barking and 

Dagenham Council 
told the YA it had been 
asked by central 
London authorities to 
find homes for 3,500 
people living in the 
pricey parts of the 
capital. 

A spokesman for 
Barking and 

Dagenham Council 
said: “The problem is 
party due to changes 
in welfare benefits 
where landlords are 
opting for non-social 
housing tenants as 
they can yield high 
returns from private 
sector clients. 

“Many local author¬ 
ities from the centre 
of London are placing 
families outwards 
which is having a 
knock-on effect where 
homeless families are 
being placed. 

“The problem is 
keeping homeless 
families closer to their 
receiving authority 
and tackling a short¬ 
age of affordable 
housing in the context 
of welfare reform.” 

A Newham Council 
spokesman insisted it 


was sending “only a 
small percentage of 
the borough’s home¬ 
less to areas outside 
London.” 

A spokesman said: 
“Accommodation is 
limited so we have to 
look at where proper¬ 
ties are available. We 
have worked hard to 
create local options so 
that we can house as 
many people as possi¬ 
ble in good quality, 
affordable accommo¬ 
dation. We are doing 
everything we can to 
ensure we have good 
quality, affordable 
housing in the bor¬ 
ough which is fairly 
distributed, but we 
have had to make 
some tough decisions 
as there is simply not 
enough housing of a 
decent standard to 
accommodate the 

high number of home¬ 
less families who 
approach us for help.” 

Tower Hamlets has 
signed deals with 
landlords in Southend, 
Thurrock and 

Basildon, to take 
homeless people from 
the capital. 


London mayoral 
hopeful Sadiq Khan 
said he was worried 
the changes would 
leave London a “seg¬ 
regated city”. 

He said: “This data 
shows that the govern¬ 
ment’s policies on 
welfare and housing 
have caused social 
cleansing in London 
on a vast scale. 

“Families have been 
driven out of large 
parts of the city, this is 
not the kind of 
London I grew up in 
or want my daughters 
to live in.”

Green belt 
options 

SO the Basildon Local Plan is 
now going out to consultation. 

Whether we like it or not, 
Basildon has to have a local 
plan for many reasons, not least 
that if it does not have one then 
this could lead to developers 
attempting to develop wherever 
they wish in the borough. 

I do not agree with many of 
the preferred options being 
presented, not least the devel¬ 
opment of the West Basildon 
Urban Extension Policy HIO - 


which is effectively Dunton; 
nor do I agree with any of the 
alternative options presented 
other than option 1 of no allo¬ 
cation in this location. 

Option 2, is of higher densi¬ 
ty on the site. Option 3 
Dunton Garden Suburb, nor 
Option 4, more allocation of 
additional land for delivery 
during the plan period. 

The development of Dunton, 
will not only effectively lead 
to the destruction of Dunton as 
it is, but will lead to the pro¬ 
gression of urban sprawl west¬ 
wards up to the Brentwood 
borough border towards West 
Homdon. 

There are so many reasons 
why Basildon Council’s propos¬ 
als for Policy HIO in my opin¬ 
ion are misguided and fraught 
with potential ramifications. 

We know that Brentwood 
Council wishes to continue 
pressing for Dunton Garden 
Suburb as a development to be 
cross-border between 
Brentwood and Basildon. 

We have had the public con¬ 
sultation document which was 
taken in January/March last 
year in Basildon and 
Brentwood produced, which 
showed that 84 percent of peo¬ 
ple were opposed to the propo¬ 
sition of Dunton Garden 
Suburb and only 6 percent in 
favour, with half of those giv¬ 


ing only conditional support. 

Yet, even in the light of such 
strong objections Basildon 
Council still includes Dunton 
Garden Suburb (Option 3) as 
an option, flying completely in 
the face of local opinion. 

If the consultation meant any¬ 
thing, Basildon Council should 
not have included it as an 
option. What is the point of 
consultations when you take no 
notice of them? 

Basildon Council has not only 
given comfort to Brentwood 
Council for the potential dump¬ 
ing of their housing problems 
on Basildon’s back door by 
including Option 3, but by 
including the development of 
HIO west of the Lower Dunton 
Road as a provision for 1,350 
homes, it has, much to the con¬ 
trary to the National Planning 
Policy Framework, added to the 
spread of urban sprawl west¬ 
wards with the potential of 
adding even more if some shab¬ 
by deal is worked out in the 
future to develop Dunton 
Garden Suburb. 

The only way to mitigate 
against the urban sprawl west¬ 
wards is not to develop on green 
belt land to the west of Basildon, 
especially west of the Lower 
Dunton Road, which should be 
sacrosanct green belt.

Joyce Memorial Fund 
for ‘charity champion’ 


TRADERS plan to keep alive 
the name Joyce Long with an 
annual memorial event 

Her death in December 
plunged the village into 
mourning. 

The 86-year-old raised more 
than £1.5million for local 
charities. 

She had been raising money 
for Southend Hospital for 30 
years, and was awarded an 
MBE in 2006 or her efforts. 

“We are determined Joyce 
will not be forgotten.” said 
Izzy Winfield, who manages 
Grouts bakery, in the village. 
“She did so much for other 
people while she was alive. 

“We plan to go on supporting 
charities in her name, with an 
annual fund raising event.,” 
she added. 

The traders will meet soon to 
finalise their plans for what 
Izzy said will probably be the 
Joyce Long Memorial Fund. 

“Initially we'll no doubt 
install a bench in her memory 
somewhere in the village, but 
we also plan an annual event in 
her name. 

“Perhaps a picnic in the park 
or a summer barbecue - some¬ 
thing like that,” Izzy added. 

The traders have already 
started with £320 in Joyce's 
name, from a Christmas raffle, 
that they are giving to 
Southend Hospital's cardiac 


care unit, which treated Joyce 
for four weeks before she died. 

Local businesses, who had 
heard Joyce was back at her 
Park Road home following a 
month-long spell in hospital, 
wanted to do something to 
show their affection - and 
Joyce was happy to nominate a 
good cause. 

Sadly, she passed away on 
December 20, before the raffle 
was drawn. 

“Joyce was such a selfless 
person - she did everything for 
everyone else,” said Izzy. “We 
started this before she was ill 
and she wanted it to go to car¬ 
diac care because they treated 
her very well. 

Lucy Thomas-Clayton, asso¬ 
ciate director of funding at 
Southend Hospital said: “This 
is a wonderful tribute to Joyce 
Long. 

“She was so much part of the 
community and who is so 
deeply missed,” 

“She is such a loss to the vil¬ 
lage - she’s been such a part of 
the community for the last 40 
years and it’s such a terrible 
shame she has gone. There was 
no-one like Joyce.” 

Joyce, who left a daughter, 
three grandchildren and six 
great grandchildren, was 
famous for the week-long gar¬ 
den sales she held two or three 
times a year.

PrimeTime film review 



THE REVENANT (15,156 mins) 


I F film awards were 
bestowed for dogged 
determination and perse- 
veranoe in the faoe of seem¬ 
ingly insurmountable odds, 
The Revenant would sweep 
next month's Osoars. 

Mexioan auteur Alejandro 
Gonzalez Inarritu ohose to 
shoot his sprawling historioal 
epio in ohronologioal order 
using natural light. 

These bold aesthetio ohoic- 
es limited filming to just a 
oouple of hours eaoh day and 
when Mother Nature deoided 
to withhold snow from the 
unforgiving Canadian wilder¬ 
ness, the entire produotion 
moved to Argentina at oon- 
siderable expense. 

Aotor Tom Hardy was 
foroed to drop out of the 
oomio book adventure 
Suioide Squad to aooommo- 
date the extended filming 
sohedule, the budget bal¬ 
looned and one orew mem¬ 
ber famously desoribed the 
mood on set as "a living hell". 

Trials and tribulations 
behind the soenes haven't 
tarnished Inarritu's auda- 
oious vision beoause The 
Revenant is a tour-de-foroe 
of teohnioal brio and emo¬ 
tionally oold storytelling. 

It's not a journey into the 
heart of darkness for the 


sentimental or faint of heart. 

Explosions of violenoe are 
graphio and a horrifying bear 
attaok early in the film 
unfolds in a single, unbroken 
take that shreds our nerves 
beyond repair. 

Leading man Leonardo 
DiCaprio puts himself through 
the wringer for his art. 

In one stomaoh-ohurohing 
soene, the fervent vegetarian 
eats a wild bison's liver on 
oamera beoause the role 
demands it. 

Suoh unswerving dedioa- 
tion makes him a deserved 
frontrunner for the Aoademy 
Award - and has just earned 
him a Golden Globe. 

He plays 19th oentury 
explorer Hugh Glass, who 
guides a team of fur trap¬ 
pers and hunters under the 
command of Captain 
Andrew Henry (Domhnall 
Gleeson). 

The men come under 
attack from Native 
Americans led by tribal chief 
Elk Dog (Duane Howard), 
whose daughter Powaqa 
(Melaw Nakehk'o) has been 
kidnapped. 

The interlopers flee for their 
lives and Glass is subse¬ 
quently injured in a mauling 
from a grizzly bear, which is 
protecting its cubs. 

Henry leaves behind two 
men, Fitzgerald (Hardy) and 


Bridger (Will Poulter), to tend 
to Glass and his son. Hawk 
(Forrest Goodluck), while the 
rest of the trappers head for 
safety. 

"Glass is to be cared for... 
as long as necessary," 
orders the Captain, "and a 
proper burial when it's time. 
He's earned that." 

Fitzgerald decides to expe¬ 
dite matters by killing Hawk 
and dragging Glass' near 
lifeless body into a freshly 
dug grave. 

The explorer regains con¬ 
sciousness some time later 
and vows to hunt down the 
men who killed his boy. 

"I ain't afraid to die," 
growls Glass. "I done it 
already." 

The Revenant is a gruelling 
two-and-a-half hours in the 
company of a film-maker 
who refused to compromise. 

Aided by cinematographer 
Emmanuel Lubezki (Gravity, 
Birdman), Inarritu conjures a 
nightmarish and unflinching 
vision of a grieving father's 
revenge mission. 

DiCaprio is mesmerising, 
dragging his wounded body 
across frozen landscapes 
before locking horns with 
Hardy's scowling rival in an 
adrenaline-pumped climax 
that leaves us gasping for air.

E verything from scale 
steam engines and remote 
control trucks, to Meccano 
displays and model ships, are at a 
special event at London's 
Alexandra Palace this month. 

The London Model Engineering 
Exhibition, regarded as one of the 
largest in the capital and across 
the UK, is celebrating its 20th 
anniversary, but that is not the only 
milestone it is marking. 

The event, which runs from 
Friday to Sunday, January 15 to 
17, will also commemorate the 
50th anniversary of the cult televi¬ 
sion series. Star Trek, and the 80th 
anniversary of the Supermarine 
Spitfire, which was first seen by 
the public during an air display at 
RAF Hendon, in north London, in 
June, 1936. 

The Star Trek display will include 
space-themed memorabilia and a 
selection of models including one 
created out of Meccano by Rev 
Philip Webb, chairman of the 
International Society of 
Meccanomen, who has previously 
created window displays at Liberty 
department store London. 

Alongside this there will be hun¬ 
dreds of displays such as traction 
engines, collections of scale model 
ships, scale steam engines, rock¬ 


ets and remote control trucks, 
boats and aeroplanes. 

More than 50 national and 
regional clubs and societies will 
showcase more than 2,000 exam¬ 
ples of members’ work, including 
the Spithead Review - a collection 
of 600 tiny 1:1200 scale models of 
iconic ships spanning 3,000 years 
of naval warfare, each of which 
have taken 40 hours to construct.

Super sleek with glitzy body kit and flowing 
lines the Honda Civio Sport looks the part - 
and with a dynamic 1.6-litre diesel engine 
calling the shots it has the power to impress 
without breaking the bank when it comes to 
running costs. 

Gone are the days when diesels were 
noisy and smelly with all the style and 
charisma of a tractor. 

This oil burner, linked to a smooth-shifting 
six-speed manual gearbox, provides rush 
with hush propelling the Civic Sport to 
62mph from a standing start in a shade over 
10 seconds on its way to a claimed top 
speed of 129mph. 

Average fuel consumption of 70-plus miles 
per gallon and tax-busting emissions are 
achieved with the help of stop-start technol¬ 
ogy and an EGON button which adjusts 
throttle response, as well as the car’s use of 
the air conditioning system to keep cash 
outlay to a minimum. 

The lack of any discernible sound, apart 
from a vague rumble when pedal is pressed 
to metal managed to fool my dad into think¬ 
ing the car we were in was a petrol model - 
he refused to believe it was a diesel until I 
showed him the fuel filler cap with the leg¬ 
end printed in capitals. 

The exterior also failed to give him a 


decent steer as it was too sporty for his idea 
of what an oil burner should be. 

The Civic Sport looks glued to the road 
and features styling including integrated day¬ 
time running lights, a natty mesh grille, an 
aerodynamic front bumper, beautiful black 
alloys plus a colour-coded rear spoiler. 

The last mentioned in that list provides my 
one quibble with the Civic as, despite look¬ 
ing great from the outside, it obstructs the 
driver’s view by cutting the tailgate window 
in half. 

But Honda do fit a reversing camera as 
standard which helps to compensate, espe¬ 


cially when it comes to backing into tight car 
parking spots. 

The cabin continues the ultra-modern 
theme of the exterior so the tech-sawy will 
be drooling over Honda’s Connect infotain¬ 
ment system, designed to get the best from 
Android smartphones while Apple users can 
hook up via bluetooth. 

Despite the hunkered down sports car 
appearance there is a practical amount of 
space provided with the boot able to cope 
with 477 litres expanding to a maximum of 
1,378 litres with the rear seats lowered. 

The car catered for five adults without too 


much fuss and little in the way of com¬ 
plaints, although the clever hidden rear door 
handles left some attempting to access the 
back seats via the front doors. 

The car is fitted with the usual suspects to 
help prevent or mitigate accidents. 

My test car featured a £600 Driver 
Assistance Safety Pack which includes blind 
spot monitoring, lane departure warning, 
collision warning and traffic sign recognition 
- all useful to have. 

The driving experience is enjoyable as the 
suspension is firm without shaking any 
bones ensuring a decent ride, while the trac¬ 
tion system helps the car’s handling giving 
good levels of grip and little body roll when 
cornering. 

It is the final ingredient in a tasty compact 
family hatchback recipe.

PHIL Brown’s Shrimpers lost their 
third consecutive game after throwing 
away an early two-goal lead at the 
mangerless Robins on Saturday. 

Debut boy Tyrone Bennett and Adam 
Thompson put the Blues ahead within 
13 first half minutes. But Nicky Ajose 
and Jonathan Obika levelled before the 
break. Obika then added a third before 
Ajose added insult to injury with a 90th 
minute breakaway goal. 

Seconds after Town’s Anton Rodgers 
had spurned a clear-cut opportunity, 
loanee Barnett struck gold with a fine 
20-yard, fifth minute strike after 
Raphael Rossi-Branco was dispos¬ 
sessed by Ryan Leonard. 

Swindon seemed there for the taking 
and the visitors pressed home their 
advantage within eight minutes when 
Thompson rose highest and nodded 
home Ben Coker’s out swinging free- 
kick, following a crude Jordan Turn- 
bull foul on David Worrall. 

Journeyman Obika did his best to 
reduce the arrears on 20 minutes, but 
the recalled Gary Deegan did well to 
get in a block that Daniel Bentley still 
had to watch spin over his bar. 

The former Tottenham and Yeovil 
striker then edged closer on the half- 
hour mark from Brandon Ormonde- 
Ottewill’s peach of a cross, but the 
underworked Bentley made a superb 
point-blank block. 

Amid continuous booing from the 
home crowd, Noel Hunt was unlucky 
not to put the Shrimpers further ahead 
only a minute later following more 


defensive indecision, with Worrall 
also unable to cash in. 

But, the Robins - surely - couldn’t 
get any worse and a succession of flag 
ticks led to Turnball testing Bentley 
from eight yards - who saved with his 
legs. 

Southend hit back immediately and 
should have made it three-nil with 
skipper Michael Timlin disappointed 
to see his angled effort beaten away by 
Lawrence Vigouroux. 

That miss proved costly as Swindon 
were back in the contest three minutes 
from the interval when Ajose pounced 
from a yard out after Bentley could 
only parry Obika’s close-range shot on 
the turn. 

Two-nil has always been a dangerous 
lead and so it proved in stoppage time 
when Obika levelled from the narrow¬ 
est of angles after Southend had failed 
to clear Yaser Kasim’s flick from 
Bradley Barry’s quick throw-in. 

The Shrimpers at least appeared to 
have arrested their slump after the 
restart with Ryan Leonard testing 
Vigouroux, before Hunt saw his back 
header flash inches wide from Coker’s 
55th minute set-piece. 

But in worsening conditions Luke 
O’Neill had to be brave in clearing 
Ottewill’s goalbound effort in a move 
that saw Obika clatter Bentley. 

Bentley soon recovered and despite 
fumbling a lofted Kasim cross, the 
gloveman did well to keep out Fabien 
Robert’s long-range punt. 

Swindon kept ratcheting up the pres¬ 
sure and Thompson took one for the 
team, literally, in the face, blocking 
Ajose’s 18-yard half-volley on 69 min¬ 
utes. 

Thompson and Bentley - a minute 
later - then combined to halt the over-

lapping Ottewill’s run after Obika had 
led a breakaway from a poor O’Neill 
cross. 

Obika then hit the winner with 11 
minutes left after the Southend 
defence stood off and allowed the 
striker to net with a left-footed effort, 
having run half the length of the pitch, 
as the Shrimpers were fooled by 
Robert’s decoy run. 

Southend then pressed in a bid to 
salvage a point and the tiring Barnett 
went close, before a Worrall comer 
was cleared by Robert to free Ajose, 
who, despite sub Will Atkinson’s 
attempted professional foul, sprinted 
away, drew Bentley and slotted home 
on 90 minutes. 

Brown finally appeared after a near 
two-hour post-match dressing room 
lock-in and said: “I’m certainly disap¬ 
pointed in the way we engaged in the 
game. We squeezed the living day¬ 
lights out of Swindon for the first 
half-hour and then took our foot of the 
gas, having gone two-nil up.” 

Brown revealed: “Those are the ques¬ 
tions I’m asking them - why we did 
that. I got some answers and hopefully 
we will realise those answers on the 


training ground and at Peterborough 
next week (Saturday, kick-off 3pm). 

“The players know what I’m about 
and have known that for three years. 
I’ve got decent lads in there. They’re 
telling me that they’re hurting. They 
can’t be hurting as much as I am. 

“Shipping 11 goals in three games is 
something I don’t take too kindly to. 
But we weren’t at the races in the sec¬ 
ond half Swindon were by far the bet¬ 
ter team. It was poor defending from us. 

“I don’t like three defeats on the 
bounce. It’s now about how we react. 

“The bottom line is, we never looked 
comfortable in the second half and 
never looked like we’d get a point out 
of the game. 

“It’s obviously disappointing for the 
travelling fans. When the fourth goal 
goes in, the stadium empties - and 
that’s my fault. That’s my responsibili¬ 
ty. All I can say to them is I shall be 
trying to put that right on the training 
ground with players I’ve got.” 

Man-of-the-match Okiba added: 
“Southend cut us open early on and 
we just had to try and start limiting 
those mistakes and just hoped we 
could get to half-time without conced¬ 
ing again. If you’re two-nil up, you 
want to close out the game. But it was 
good to get the brace.”

Napier announces retirement to launch cricket academy

ESSEX cricket stalwart Graham Napi¬ 
er has announced his plans to retire 
from the professional game at the end 
of the 2016 season. 

Napier will take up a role at the 
Royal Hospital School (RHS), Suf¬ 
folk, as director of the Graham Napier 
Cricket Academy as his first class 
career draws to a close. 

He made his debut for Essex in 1997 
and has gone on to play 157 first class 
matches, 213 list A games and 97 T20 
clashes for the county. 

All-rounder Napier boasts impres¬ 
sive statistics. He has a batting aver¬ 
age of 29.86 in all first class cricket, 
with a bowling equivalent of 31.40; a 
batting strike-rate in T20 of 148.27, 
with 142 wickets at 24.38 in the short¬ 
est format; and in list A cricket, Napi¬ 
er took 287 wickets over his career, at 


26.04. Many Essex supporters will 
remember Napier equalling his own 
world record 16 sixes in a mammoth 
196 against Surrey in 2011, his four 
wickets in four balls against the same 
opponents in 2013; his efforts in that 
year saw him crowned Player of the 
Year. 

The moment that will spring to mind 
for most supporters, however, was his 
innings against Sussex Sharks on June 
24, 2008. When Napier came to the 
crease Essex were 13-1. When he 
returned to the pavilion at the end of 
the 20 overs, they had reached 242-3, 
as Napier smashed 152 off 58 balls. 

He set his original sixes record in the 
course of that innings. 

Cricket Committee chairman Ron¬ 
nie Irani said: “Graham has had a fab¬ 
ulous career in all three formats of the 
game for us, and has been the very 
definition of loyalty over the past 19

years which is what Essex County 
Cricket Club and its supporters are all 


about. Napier said: “The opportunity 
at the RHS is one that I could not turn 
down. I feel the time is right to move 
on, and give back to the game that has 
given me so much. 

“I have loved every second of play¬ 
ing for Essex, and will be doing my 
best to make sure I retire with a bang 
at the end of the season.” 

The Graham Napier Cricket Acade¬ 
my at the RHS launches in September 
with the aim of establishing a high- 
profile centre of cricketing excellence 
which helps young cricketers to devel¬ 
op and fulfil their potential, as well as 
promoting participation at all levels 
and ages, among both boys and girls at 
the school and in the wider communi¬ 
ty 

The RHS is a co-educational board¬ 
ing and day school for 700 11 to 18- 
year-olds at Holbrook, near Ipswich, 
and overlooks the Shotley Peninsula.
